The ROSENBERGS 
were sentenced to death on April 5* 1951 * and were 
legally executed at Sing Sing Prison, Ossining, New York, 
on June 19* 1953*

The August 7/ 1949 issue of"Hoy" published 
a telegram from New York City in which it was stated 
that the USA delegate, SHIRLEY GRAHAM, was arriving in 
Havana on August 6th on Flight 341 of National Airlines. 

A subsequent check of airline passenger 
lists disclosed that SHIRLEY GRAHAM MC CANNS, bom in 
Indiana, departed Havana, Cuba via National Airlines 
on August 9, 1949* with an indicated destination of 
New York City. 

According to an article appearing in the 
August 14, 1949 issue of "Hoy", SHIRLEY GRAHAM spoke 
Briefly to the Congress, stating that she had been 
present at the World Peace Congress held in Paris, 

France and that on May 1, 1949, had paraded with the 
French workers.
